Whilst the NSL regulations apparently 
insist that the league must be made up 
of 14 and only 14 clubs, this season of 
course has in true style produced an ex- 
ception. 

The demise of Newcastle has meant 
the advent of the dreaded bye, with 
each club asked to sit out two weeks of 
the season. 

This not only means two weeks of idle 
playing time for keyed up players, but 
also one home match and associated 
revenue opportunities down the drain. 

Whilst it is accepted that Newcastle 
weren't glamour drawing powers, the 
two week break will play a large part in 
shaping the fortunes of some clubs on 
the park aside from off field activities. 

It has long been a bone of contetion 
as to whether sides play better following 
a bye week or not. 

Most coaches hate the week off true 
competition, feeling that their players 
lose the routine of playing and are al- 
ways flat for the first match back. 

‘A few however argue that the chance 
to rest, overcome injuries and once a- 
gain build up for the opposition is just 
the tonic. 

The results so far this season, with al- 
most all sides having tasted the bye
